Estimating the average dis- 
tanae over which freight is thus 
hauled from the farm to the de- 
pot at eight miles, it is figured 
that the total cost of hauling 
freight annually over the public 
roads in the United States is 1, 
000,000,000, or $2 per ton. 

With uniformly good pbulic 
roads it is claimed that the cost 
of hauling freight from the 
farm to the depot ought not to 
be more than $400,000,000, or 
1600,000,000 less than what it 
is at present. This difference is 
strongly emphasized by the au- 
thority from whom we quote 
when he states that it is equiv- 
alent to the yearly interest on 
$20,000,000,000 of 8 per cent 
government bonds, and adds 
that with only one-half of this 
almost inconceivably vast a- 
mount every public road in the 
United States could be rebuilt.

Porto Rico. 

The island of Porto Rico is 
the fourth of the West Indian 
islands in size. While much 
smaller than Cuba, and not pos- 
sessed of as varied natural re- 
sources, it is nevertheless, one 
of the richest colonial poses- 
sions in the world. 

The soil of almost the entire 
island is remarkably fertile. The 
climate is mild and the island 
in nearly every respect is one 
of the most favored iu the West 
Indies. 

There are twenty-one rivers 
in Porto Rico, some of which 
are navigable for five or six 
miles from their mouths. 

Gold, eorbonate aud sulphides 
of copper, and considerable 
quantities of magnetic oxide of 
iron have been found. 

Hot springs and mineral wa- 
ter are found at Juan Diaz, Sun 
Sebastian, San Corenzo and 
Ponce, but the most famous is 
at Coame, near the town of 
Santa Isabel. 

The wealth of Porto Riean 
forests is very great, but, owing 
to inadequate means of trans- 
portation, this part of the nat- 
ural wealth of the island has. 

as yet, scarcely been touched. 
Of the total area of over 8, 

600 square miles about 3,171 
scjuare miles are under cultiva- 
tion, including the area devot- 
ed to pasturage, whieh makes 
up an average of about 1,808 
square miles. 

The principle cities of Porto 
Rico are Sun Juan, population 
27,000; Ponce, 18,000; May»- 
guez, 20,000; Arecibo, 11,000: 
Aguadilia, 0,000, and Guaya- 
ma, 1,400. 

The sugar industry is the 
most important. Next, to sugar, 
the staple product of the Island 
is coffee. The coffee of Porto 
Rico commands a high prb-e. 
On account of the quantity and 
the ease with whieh it can Le 
raised, the cultivation of coffee 
promises to become the most 
important industry in the is- 
land within a few years. — Ex- 
change.
